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Between 2 and 7 December 1947 arcund 40,000 mixed troops, equipped with six 

weapons carriers and seventeen jeeps, were moved from Harbin and Pelan (126-31, 

48-16) to Tsitsihar (123-57, 47-22). Among them were 4,000 cavalry troops. 

En route they stopped fer one day at the Tsitsihar railway station, then pro- 

ceeded to Chengchiatun (125-29, 47-07). on the following day. About ten Japenese 
“were observed among ths artillerymen. . 
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
